The Motion To Take His Sugar Trust 
Inquiry Out of the Hands of the 
Committee Is Voted Down—Good 


Progress Has Been Made on Tariff 
Bill. 


Washington, June 4.—Tho senate 
again made good progress on the tar­ 
iff bill Thursday, covering about ten 
pages of the metal schedule, and al­ 
most completing it. 
The formal con­ 
test against the measure was 
main­ 
tained. but ail amendments tending to 
change the bill as reported were voted 
down and the finance committee sus­ 
tained. 
The debate was mainly of a 
foehn oil character, 
the 
Republican 
senators continuing the policy of re­ 
fraining from speeches. 
Beft re the tariff bill was taken up 
Senator Tillman, of South 
Carolina, 
gave the senate another hour of excit­ 
ing controversy over the proposed su­ 
gar investigation. 
He moved that the 
committee having charge of the sugar 
resolution be discharged from further 
consideration of it. thus bringing the 
subject directly before the senate. 
Mr. Tillman began his statement by 
presenting a newspaper clipping which 
referred to charges made against him 
in connection with his administration 
while governor 
of 
South 
Carolina 
These charges, he declared, were stale, 
and had been refuted. 
Mr. (Ballinger then secured recogni­ 
tion for a statement of the attitude of 
the committee. He said: 
“Every man in public life feels the 
sting of false charges, and must the 
senate pause every time the accusa­ 
tions are brought to spend its time anc 
money of the United States in pursu 
lag the charges?

The action of the Ha­ 
waiian government in refusing landing 
the people who, Japan believed, after 
nvestigation made before their depart­ 
ure were eligible to land, was a gross 
violation of the treaty. 
“Japan understands that there is a 
tacit understanding that the United 
States has an interest here; that, w hile 
not assuming the proportions of a pro­ 
tectorate she stands in the nature of 
a godmother to the island republic, but 
officials of the United States govern­ 
ment are too well versed in the custom 
of dealing with questions of interna­ 
tional law to say that Japan is wrong 
if she is right or that Hawaii is right 
if she is wrong. 
“My instructions in the m atter are 
plain. If I cannot get a reasonable an­ 
swer to my request I may go home, and 
perhaps someone else will have better 
success. If I withdraw you know what 
will follow.
